then at hand, rhe whoſoever allumed that title was Antichrilt or 
a forerunner of Antichriſt: not dreaming how near that by him ſo 
ſpoken was to himſelf. For while be was eyeing another perſor,and place 
this was ſoon after found in his own Sce of Rome, and, there, in his 
very next ſucceſſor bunt ove, Boniface, 3. he Arregating that high 
xame of Univerſal Biſhop,yot content with Primacy withour Suprema: 
cy : nor ſatisfied with being firſt among the five Parriarchs, but to 
be above them alſo, and they ſmbjetted ro him, and his rule, ſo he to 
be over all Biſhops, and the Church throughout the whole World ſb- 
jefted ro him as chief. | 

And here ſee, how near the Pope's two ſo contrary Titles came in, 
and began almoſt together,that of Servus Servorum Del by Gregory ; 
«nd Univerſal Biſhop by Boniface his ſucceſſor. 

That alſo Antichriſt had ſcarcely begun to ſhew himſelf in this 
Weſtern part of the World at Rome, as now in Boniface when near 
upon that time Mahomer the falſe Prophet began to appear in the 
Eaſt, both to the bane of the Church : the famans Chmnrches inthe Eaſt 
ſuppreſſed by the one; and thoſe in the Weſt corrupted by the other, 

2. Yet was this but Antichriſt's infancy; we have yet ro ſee him in 
his full growth of ſtrength and ſtature #nder follow:ng Pepes,eſpecially 
in Gregoy 7th. before called Hildebrand, who inlarged rhe Papal 
power «bove all ſpiritual and temporal, not only Biſhops, bat even 
Emperours alſo being brezght nnder him, 

As to the time of Gregory the Tths Papacy, which w.ts about a" 
thouſand years from the deſtruction of fersſalem and Temple, by 
the Romans : In which time of the deſtruction of feruſalem was that 
Fulneſs of Chriſt's Kingdom, and ics coming in power ; Tyat is, the 
Goſpel preached to other Nations, and feraſalem trodden down of 
the Gent:les, (Lxke 21. 24.) Thereby alſo were the Temple, Fewiſh 
ſervice, worſhip and ſacrifices taken ont of the way, which, for a time, 
were hindrances to the comrſe of the Goſpl. 

In this Chrift s Kinodom of the Goſpel ſo come there was to be alſo a 
binding up of Satan for a thouſand years after,ſo as the Devil ſhould be 

reſtrained, not in that time,tro ſeduce the world ſo jreely, and ſo gene- 
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| ro, Rer,20 1,5,3.) itter which thouſand years, Satan was 
co be again at liberty, for miſchief, wh:ch looſing of Satan was the 
period of -zntichriſts being a!ſo ar liberty,hecoming with the work- 
ing of Satan ( 2 Theſ. 2. 9. Satan .-zd Antichriſt working by and for 
eac/; ether Whict thouſand years were then compleated in thePapacy 
of Gregory the 7th. mentioned.

W-ch mens not knowing Antichriſt when come, and preſent, and 
ſeen, and 'ty the time for his coming elapſed) concluded as Come.

For the time for his com- 
ing b:ing fulfilled and he preſent in the world, and ſees and ſpeaking 
aavly with item, ver was not known (Fob.

Particularly, as to Gregory the 7th. or Hildebrand,o/ whom Ebe- 
rardus in Aventinus thus ſpeaketh. Hildebrand one hundred and ſe- 
venty years ſince, was the firſt, who under colour of Religion laid 
the foundation of Antichriſts Empire. Thoſe Babylonian Prieſts 
would reign alone, an equal they cannot endure, they ceaſe not to 
trample all under foot; they fir in the Temple of God,and are exalted 
above all that is worſhiped ; he who ſtiles himſelf Servant of Ser- 
vants,is Lord of Lords,as if he were God. He frames to himſelt an 
Empire changing Laws; he eſtabliſheth his own, he corrupts, robs, 
ſpoils,defrauds, kills, that man of perdition whom they are wont to 
call Antichriſt, in whoſe forehead that name of contumely is writ- 
ren, Iam God,lI cannot erre; he ſitteth in the Temple of God ru- 
ling all and every-where;many ſay that Gregory is Antichrilt (d.) (4) 4venz, 

Alſo in the Papacy of Paſchalis 2.4. 1105. Frentizs Archbiſhop of 41n4/. 
Florence declared pablickly that Antichriſt was even then come, and gps _ 
that he did fit openly in the Church, pointing at the Pope;at which = ” "_ 
the Pope was ſo nearly toxched, that in a Coxncil at Florence of 340 gen. p. ſuns: 
Biſhops, filence in that was tmpoſed on that Archbiſhep. ?. 439. 

This ss that Pope Paſchal, who contended with the Emperor Henry 
5th. for wreſt ing from him that priviledge concerning Inveſtiture of Bi- 
ſhops.which rhe Emperors for 300 years had poſſeſſed as their right but 
the Pope finding himſelf over powered by the Emperor, who w.s then with 
an Army in Italy, he did withdraw that his challenge, leaving the 
Emperor in poſſeſſion of that privileage as bejore. And at alolemnMats 
adminiſtring the holy Supper,the Pope ſaid, my Lord the Emperor, 

This body of our Lord born of theVirgin ſary,and whick ſuffered 
on the Croſs, as the holy 4poſtolick Church profelleth, I give in

Governments, they were 
fupream, under which this was, although independent. Nor is it 
now as it was after under the 6th Government, that ofCeſers - it 
having been ther annexed to the Imperial Crown ; but now in the Ro- 
ariſh Ponti ate, this that was, and after was not, now is, being reſtored 
and created fupreanm, where we find even the very Title of Pontifex Maxi- 
mus retaind, and the prixiledges alſo, which the Pontifices, or wnder- 
prieits had of old now again tothem reſerved;they being, «s much as maybe, 
exempted from civil power, and only accountable to him the now Pontifex 
maximus, «rd he himſelf to none other. | 
4. It followeth to ſee, kow this becomes an eighth head in that Go- 
rermment, yet but of the þ (Rev. 17. 11.) That is ſo by the Pope's 
«dvancing his ſpiritual dominion and title above all Powers, the Ema 
rour wot excepted, and being in his ſpiritual capacity the ſeventh, he 4 
comes ew iz that exalted *Power an eighth, the "Prieſthood the ſeventh, 
being in bis exalted *Poner raiſed to an eighth head, yet of the ſevemth, 
| Not- 
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being in kis exalted *Power raiſed to an eighth head, yet of the ſeventh 
notwithſtanding; as to ature and kind thisis theſeventh, but an eighth, 
alſo in degree and power. 

But to the introducing this ſeventh head in the Government of Rome, 
was the laſt foregoing (the fxth that of Czlars ) to grve place, andtobe 
firſt taken out of the way, This is nextto be conſidered, ſee it ſoin the 
text (v. 5, 6, 7.8.) which now come 1n. 

This required wary expreſſions, not thereby to raiſe perſecutions 
to the Chriſtians from the Emperor ; that being a crime Leſe Ma- 
JeSfatis. This the. Jews objected to Chriſt. Fohr: the 18. 12, 15. and 
to his Apoſites. (Ads. 17. 7. 25.8.) Therefore we find the Apoſtle 
here very circumtpect in declaring himſelf init, not ſpeaking all, but 
referring to what he had before told them in the ear, Remember ye 
10t what I told you of theſe things when I was yet with you?(2. Theſſ: 2. 5.) 
and being now to writeof the ſame thing, how darkly is that done ? 
not nameing Emperonr or any thing that way, only wher: he that now 
letteth ſhall be taken out of the way, which indeed was the Experonr, 
by whom that former office of *Pontifex Maximus was taken out of 
the way, and the Emperour alſo being likely to oppoſe any other 
over topping power in that kind 3 Therefore in order to Romes 7th. 
kead or Government was the frath tobe removed, and that it was ſo ac- 
cordingly we find it. 

x. In Conſtantine the Great, (the firſt Chriſtian Emperour) his 
changing the ſeat of the Empire, which was Rome Anciently, and re- 
moving to Conſtantinople 3 thereby leaving the City of Rome, as it 
were vacant. 

2. When by ſacceding Emperours the Roman Empire was divi- 
ded, and the Roman Eagle before under one head, having after 2 
heads: and ſpred into the Eaſtern and Weſtern Empires, and that al- 
ſothe ſeat ofthe WeſternEmpire was other where than at Roxee, there- 
by was that place leftto the Biſhops of Roxre in a yet farther degree 
than before. 

3. But yetmore, when any. 4.75.the Weſtern Empire had quite ex- 
pired, and indeed in Argnitulus (as it began in Argnſtas) the Em- 
pire having bin invaded by the Goths and other Barbarous Na- 
tions, by whom alſo Roxee it = was taken, and poſſeſſed about 50

years, the Pope himſelf being alio expelled and put to ſeck,for a time, 
another habitation, Hereby was the Weſtern Empire determined, 
and ſo continued 325 years.

HI. It follows to ſhew the others ſucceeding accordingly, and 
that gradually comeing on according to the ſteps of the former's 
receding. | 

1. For on Conſtartines leating Rome, and makeing ConStantinople 
the at of Eis Empire therebz (Sede vacante) the * Biſhep of Rome en- 
tered on the poſſejjzon of the City of Rome ;, (the Romamiſts add) - by 
doraticn: from Conſtautine, with addition of other large Territories,held 
in Fee, and in Demeain for ever. ThisI pais; it not being my work 
at preſent to examine it. In this ſtate thingsſtood about 3-o years, 
Romes Goverment being in that time by us Biltops, yer ſubjected 
to the Emperor, by which they were kept witn their bounds, tor 
Rome being but one of the 5 Patriarchs, although chief among them, 
Was Rot yer above then. 

2. $0 continued it untill the Expire determined in Auguſialus, an, 
475: after which 2.607. * Boniface. 3. obrained from *Pkocas Empe- 
ror of the Eaſt, that et the Patriarch of Conf artinople (who contended 
for being Chict) tut the Biſlop of Rome ſhould be urrerfal * Biſhop. This 
Gregor. 1. Biſhop of Rezce had before condemned in Fotn Patriarch 
of Coni7.rtizople,and by his but attempung it, concluded kin,or any jo 
doing, two be dr:tictrisr or bis foreranmer, and that Antichrift kimjelf 
wes ret far of: And row was the Title of Pope appropriated to the*Þi- 
ſhop ef Rome, which was betore communicated to other Patriarchs, 
and Biſhops alto inditferently. _ 

And hitherto reacked Remes Epiſcopal and Putriarchal Government, 
of which it was faid that it ſhould comtirue 2 fbort ſpace, Ree. 7. 10.

as Champions for the Church, to Expell the Barbarians who had in- 
vaded T1taly, out of whoſe hands Roxre was recovered, and reſtored 
to the Pope, with addition of other large Territories. 

4. Bur all this while, the Popes power, was in ſome things reſtrain- 
ed by thoſe Emperours of their own making, who referved to therr- 
ſelves the cheollrg and placcing of Biſhops, and the approbation even 
of the verv Peyc allo. 

In this, Gregory 7th. contended with Herry the 4th. Emperour, 
whom he Excommunicated and Depofed, ſtirring up againſt him his 
lubiect Redripisr, naming him Emperour, and giving the Crown,with 
PE FRA DEDIF PETRO, PETRUS DIADEMA RODULPHO. 

Of the troublcs, loud, and deftruction to Germany in that, I fpeak 
not, onely that to this Gregery 7. 1s by Popiſh writers that glory 
given, that he was {zzperii Pontificii furdator 5 others his Predecefiors 
attempted the reaching at the temporal power, but was not till now 
artaincd, 

And after, the Emperour Herry 5th. coming to Rowe to be Crow- 
ned by Pope *P.;cfi!zs 2d. the Pope would not conſent to his Coro- 
nation, he fr'it did gize ever all Right of Eledion of Popes, and 
of Þrcc/titigres of Biſhops Ly Staffe and Ring ; In which although that 
Pope failed then of his end, vet was that after attained. 

5. And although, In allthis the Pope had gained the point of fem- 
perl jovercignty, and the gaimng allo out of temporal hands into the 
Popes power, the Þ:weſtitures of Biſhops, by which he was in that kind 
abſolute, yet could not that ſatisfie,while the Pope was over-topped by 
a General Conncil, By which he had been oft threatned, awed and fome- 
rimes depolcd. 

The removing this therefore, was to be next attempted, and was 
at length allo by Pope Leo 1oth. compaſled, fo far as the Popes Coun- 
cil at Laterasy could do towards it of which Be/armine thus Trium- 
phantly ; The lft Lateran Council under Leo 10. expreſly and profeſſediy 
teacheth that the Pope is above all Councils, and reproveth a contrary de- 
cree in the Council of Baſil, (citeing the words of the Council, to which 


he adds ) To this nothing can be anſwered, unleſs it be that this was no 
D 2 General 
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General Council, or that it was not received by the Charch; or that this was 
wot therr decree de fide. Belarm. de concil. 1. 2 c. 17. 

6. Bur oze thing zet remained ({hewing, as the Popes power, fo his 
being in that, very Atickrift ) which 1s the confirming thoſe Romijþ 
erroxews poſitions which had been long creceping into the Church, as 
Tres mixed with the Vet : and had long paikd looſe, and un- 
derermined, being onely Gilputable, controverted, and oft oppo- 
ſed. 

Theſe were after, in the Councils of C-r/7.nce, Liieranand of Trent, 
concluded and decreed for Dedrires, and AJriicles of Faith ; and an 
Additional Creed of 12 Articles of them compoſed, which were by Pius 
4th. his Bull impoſed ro be ſubſcribed or ffrorn unto.

But as to ignorance affected, having light, and means of know- 
ledge, and when called on to come our of Babyloz, its ruine being de- 
clared, and communion there declared perilous ; To ſuch we ſay, 
that their continuing ſo inthat ſtate, is hazardous and full of danger :
